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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
1987 


This has certainly been a year full of changes for the Town of 
Albany. Stan Tabor resigned due to some conflicts of in- 
terests and Brian Taylor took his place. Peter Howland then resigned 
as he was married and decided to move to Madison. Stan then came back 
to fill Peter's vacancy and it wasn't long before Ray Waterhouse left 
the Board to move to Georgia to enjoy the warmer weather. With Ray 
leaving, Stan was elected Chairman of the Board and Tommy Barbour 
came in to fill the empty seat. Both newcomers are doing a great 
job. 

The septic system and water system are finally finished at the 
Town office and both are working well and came in under budget, with 
thanks due to R. Heath Construction and Bill Wilbur Plumbing and 
Heating. Bill not only did the job for less money, he donated a 
sink and countertop for the bathroom. 

The Bridge Fund that the Town voted on last March to close was 
incorrectly worded, so that the money could not go into the highway 
budget as thought, but rather reverted back into the general fund. 
The highway budget was overspent only because we weren't able to use 
the money from the bridge fund, but we were able to get most of the 
projects we had planned on completed. Still alot of work to go, so 
don't look for a lower figure for this year! We also had roads 
washed out by the flood last spring, but were able to get most 
of the cost reimbursed by the state through the disaster 
relief fund. 

The Building Committee has done alot of homework and 
have come up with alot of valuable facts and figures and possible 
solutions to our problem of a Town Building. They have all done a 
great job and we would like to extend our thanks to them for all the 
help given and for taking some of the pressure off of us, time-wise 
that is. 

The Planning Board is moving ahead in a positive direction by 
trying to iron out some wrinkles we have in our ordinances. We 
would like to thank the entire Board for putting up with our sug- 
gestions, recommendations, and some pretty heated discussions. Keep 
up the good work. 

The Town had an added bill from the town of Conway when the 
septic lagoon managed to spring a leak in the dike. Be- 
cause Albany dumps their septic waste there, the Town had 
a financial responsibility in this unfortunate situation. 

Our Administrative Assistant (Franna Hamel) is working out 
very well. If you haven't noticed, the Selectmen's Office is now 
open from 7:30 to 2:30 five days a week. We have installed a new 
phone number of 447-6038, and an answering machine has been in- 
stalled, so that even if Franna is not there, you can leave your name 
and number and Franna will call you back as soon as possible. Both 
Franna being there and the office being open daily has helped 
us tremendously by taking the daily work load off our shoulders and 
giving us more time to deal with the larger concerns and projects. 

We have decided to change our nightly meetings from the lst 
and 3rd Wednesdays of the month to every Wednesday evening at 
7:00. This is in effect for the months of January and February, 
and if approved at Town Meeting, will continue for the remainder 
of the year. 
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We have also found the need to try a full time Police Depart- 
ment. What we would like to do is raise and appropriate the amount 
of $34,000.00 to contract the service of one full time police 
officer for 40 hours a week from the Carroll County Sheriff's De- 
partment. This officer would be stationed in Albany, and even on 
his off hours, anyone needing the service of the Police could still 
have the coverage of the Sheriff's Department, as another officer 
would be dispatched to cover the call. The $34,000.00 would cover 
the officer's salary, and all his benefits, including uniforms, 
office supplies, dues, radio, cruiser, and all retirement and health 
benefits. We feel that contracting this out for a period of one 
year would give the Town an idea of how the coverage suits the Town, 
and if the expense is justified, perhaps the Town might consider 
hiring their own officer next year. We think that the time has come 
to supply more protection to the people who live here, more protec- 
tion to the vacation homes built here, and a more timely response 
from an officer when needed would be valuable to all. The 
visual effect of a full time cruiser in Albany may have the 
effect of detering alot of things that are going on now. We en- 
courage you to try this for one year to find out if we really need 
a full time police officer. 

We would also like to see the establishment of a position of 
fire chief for the Town. This would be on a volunteer basis, some- 
One equiped with the necessary training, a resident of Albany, and 
appointed by the Selectmen. The appointee would be responsible to 
the Selectmen and would be expected to carry out the duties of fire 
inspection whenever deemed necessary. These areas of inspection 
would include inspecting all apartments and rented buildings to en- 
sure that they are equiped with proper smoke alarms and making sure 
that the alarms are in proper working order. This is a State RSA, 
which we are currently not in compliance with, and we feel that it 
will only serve to ensure the safety and wellbeing of all those who 
live or work in such buildings. 

Marilyn McKenna has informed us that her term expires this year 
and she will not be running again for the position of Town Clerk/Tax 
Collector as she would like to take some time for some much waited 
time in which to do some traveling. We want to thank Marilyn for her 
years of service to the Town, not only with her elected position, but 
with all the various committees that she has given time to. Thank 
you Marilyn. Be assured that you will be missed. 

While on the subject of thank yous, we would like to thank all 
the people in Town who donate so much of their time to Town activi- 
ties, from the committees to the Christmas party, to the suppers, 
to the phone calls everyone receives at home and seem willing to take 
at all odd hours! You all serve to make Albany a better town and 
community. Thank you. 

We look forward to seeing everyone at Town Meeting.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell, at their discretion, at public auction or by sealed 
bid, any real estate in the Town to which the Town has title by 
Collector's Deed; except when it is being sold back to the former 
owner, in which case a private sale may be utilized; any such real 
estate to be sold and conveyed on or before the next annual Town 


Meeting. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish 
the position of Fire Chief, for the purpose of determining if the 
buildings in the Town of Albany meet with the requirements of the 
State Fire Marshall's Office. Said position shall be by appointment 
by the Board of Selectmen as provided under the provisions of 
RSA 154:5. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes under the 
provisions of RSA 31:94e. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish 
a Building Committee, and to ‘authorize said Building Committee to 
explore and negotiate in the name of the Town the purchase of a 
parcel of land for the Town, and to recommend said purchase to the 
Board of Selectmen for them to act upon. This Committee shall be 
composed of five members, appointed by the Town Moderator, and one 
member from the Board of Selectmen. (Recommended by the outgoing 
Building Committee. )

a Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of land acquisition as pro- 
vided for by RSA 35:III-a.

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ALBANY PLANNING BOARD 
1987 


In 1987, the Planning Board continued to process routine 
business, generally subdivision requests, in increasing numbers. 

The Board approved two major subdivisions in 1987 - the first to 
come before the Board since its inception. 

In accordance with the authority granted by Town Meeting, 

Site Plan Review Regulations were approved after formal hearings 

on October 13th. The Board now has authority to make commercial 
developers conform to certain specified site standards, such as 
minimum parking arrangements, buffer zones, and percent of so-called 
“green area" to remain on site. 

The Board has had so much "business" there has been little 
time for planning. For much of the year, meetings were held twice 
a month to help compensate for this. The Master Plan is overdue 
for up-dating. A Master Plan Up-dating Subcommittee has now been 
formed, and with help from the North Country Council, it is now 
planned to get the revision done in 1988. 

The Zoning Ordinance is being reviewed. There are no decisions 
at this time on any proposed changes. The Board has been advised 
that the Master Plan must first be revised so that there will be 
a legal rational for changes in the Zoning Ordinance.

BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT 


At our 1987 Town Meeting, a Building Committee, comprised of 
five members was created at study Albany's future building needs, 
and to report it's findings to the Town at its' 1988 Town Meeting. 
The following is that report and our recommendations based on that 
report. 

Most of realize that Albany is growing, and the Building 
Committee felt we needed some frame of reference concerning that 
growth if we were to proceed in a logical manner. The first ques- 
tion that we tried to answer was, what kind of population growth 
Can we expect over the next fifteen or twenty years? State Plan- 
ning projects a population of approximately 900 people in the Town 
of Albany in that time period. The figure is a doubling of our 
1980 population. 

With this number before us, the next question seemed to be, 
what types of services would these 900 people be looking for the 
Town to provide? It was at this point that we contacted State 
Planning, the N.H. Municipal Association, and North Country Council 
for insight into the experiences of other towns of our projected 
size. Unfortunately, none of these agencies could help us answer 
that question. It seems that most communities react to problems 
rather than anticipate them. 

Our committee then addressed what we saw as our immediate 
concern, namely the Town Hall and the Selectmen's Office building. 
It became clear to all of us that with a potential of 500 plus 
voters in our future, that the Town Hall would not be adequate. 
The size of the building and lack of parking space would appear to 
make it incapable of handling such numbers even if its' use is 
limited to the types of Town services we offer now. 

Without spending a great deal of time speculating on what 
other types of services the Town might provide, but anticipating 
other services, the committee then focused on how large a tract of 
land the Town would need to meet its responsibilities. It was 
felt that ten (10) acres should meet this need. 

Location of Town Municipal buildings is important, and it is 
our hope that a tract of land could be found in the same area as 
our present buildings. We discussed our situation with both the 
Forest Service and the University if New Hampshire, but neither 
could be of much help. This could mean that if the Town is to buy 
land, it would have to go into the marketplace to do so, and this 
could get expensive. 

If the Town would like to pursue this, then the Committee 
would like to propose the following recommendations: 

1. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish a Building 
Committee, and to authorize said building committee to explore and 
negotiate in the name of the Town the purchase of a parcel of land 
for the Town, and to recommend said purchase to the Board of Select- 
men for them to act upon. This Committee shall be composed of five 
members, appointed by the Town Moderator, and one member from the 
Board of Selectmen. 

2. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purpose of land acquisition as provided for 
by RSA 35:III-a. 

2b. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000 to be transferred to the Land Acquisition Capital 
Reserve Fund. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Albany Conservation Commission was established by the 
Town Meeting in 1987, and three members were appointed by the 
Selectmen. 

Five permit applications to the Wetlands Board for filling, 
dredging or construction, were reviewed as they impacted on wet- 
lands. Two requested approval for work of minimum impact, and 
two for work of minor impact on wetlands. All were approved by 
the Wetlands Board, and this Commission was so notified. 

One application indicated that the work was expected to make 
a major impact on the environment, and the Commission held a pub- 
lic information meeting, to gather information on the situation 
for the Wetlands Board. A report was sent to the Wetlands Board, 
and a copy filed with the Selectmen. Subsequently the Wetlands 
Board approved this application also, revising the impact desig- 
nation from "major" to "minor". 

The basic charge to the Conservation Commission to "conduct 
research into local land and water areas..." and "keep an ‘index 
of all open space ... marshlands, swamps, and other wetlands..." 
has been started. The Commission plans to continue to meet 
regularly to continue this work.

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ALBANY CEMETERY TRUSTEES REPORT 
1987 


After a very busy 1986, this year of 1987 was one of more quiet 
activity for us. At the March Town Meeting Brenda Carrier, of 
Canada Street, was elected to serve as trustee, replacing Stephen 
Knox whose term had one year left. 

The Board met monthly to deal with normal operating business. 
The bill for flags placed on veteran's graves by the Conway American 
Legion Ralph W. Shirley Post # 46 for Memorial Day and regular mow- 
ings of the Moody, Hammond, High Street, Canada Street, and Passa- 
conaway/Russell Cemeteries as well as the small cemetery at Covered 
Bridge Campground were received and paid. 

Tom Preston of T.P.'s Maintenance Service once-again took ex- 
cellent care of these areas for us. The Jewell Cemetery in Wona- 
lancet was cared for by the Boyles. 

Three lots were sold at the Passaconaway/Russell Cemetery. 

Your trustees have dealt with concerns regarding the fence at 
the Moody Cemetery. The decision was made to remove the decaying 
cement post and chain fence in the spring of 1988 and replace it 
with young maples. We feel that the more natural impact will be 
sufficient to separate the cemetery area from the Town road. 

The split rail fence at the Passaconaway/Russell Cemetery is 
also of concern. There are a number of posts, showing decay at 
ground level, that will soon need to be replaced. The trustees 
were informally approached by Bob Walker, Ranger of the Saco Dis- 
trict of the W.M.N.F. regarding the agency responsible for this 
particular fence. Our response was that the fencing had been in- 
stalled by the Forest Service in the 1960's when the parking area 
for the Historic Site was just west of and adjacent to the cemetery. 
We are in the discussion stage of deciding on a living-fence mater- 
ial in keeping with the general area should the Forest Service de- 
cide to remove rather than replace the needed fence materials. 

During the late October work session at the Passaconaway His- 
toric Site, employees of the Forest Service cut and removed for us 
a large dead larch tree from within the bounds of the cemetery, and 
a few dead pines from the east boundary area. Their expert felling 
of the trees prevented potential damage to the headstones should 
limbs or tree tops be toppled during storms. 

To our knowledge, we have had no burials in our Town Cemeteries 
during 1987. 

When finish work at High Street Cemetery is completed, plots 
will be mapped out and marked, and will then be available for sale. 

Stones at the Moody Cemetery are to be repaired and reset, if 
necessary.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


bv Dr. William A. Jutras 


Like a pendulum, the nine districts comprising School 
Administrative Unit No. 9 swing in their interpretation of that 
amorphous value often referred to as "local control." Last March, in 
decisive votes by eight districts on the issue of an AREA agreement, 
local control was seen to encompass a much larger region than 
individual towns. Pulling together, the interested parties approved a 
plan for educational and financial cooperation by an overwhelming 
average of 93% YES. In apparent contrast the Conway School District, 
on action approved by a majoritv of its school board, will be asked if 
it would want to form its own SAU. If supported, the board will seek 
approval by the State Board of Education for separation from SAU #9. 


These events, of course, are symptomatic of a system which by 
most reasonable standards is very large geographically (about 
one-ninth of the State), has the greatest number of school boards, is 
experiencing considerable growth now at the elementarv school level, 
and is under constant pressure for better programs in such areas as 
special education. In recognition of this, and in response to a study 
recently completed bv the N.H. School Boards Association, the SAU 
board has approved an additional Assistant Superintendent, secretary, 
and office space. Expansion in administrative services has already 
been approved in Madison in the way of a full-time Principal, and in 
Freedom with a half-time Principal. Conway is considering a full-time 
Principal for its Pine Tree School. 


In the meantime, we see more portable classrooms, and know that 
new schools and additions and renovations must be approved now or in 
the near future. Five building committees have been very active; 
these represent Conway, Tamworth, Bartlett, Freedom, and Madison. We 
owe them much for their foresight, dedication, and effort. 


Aside from system organization and construction issues, we have 
been very busy in the area of curriculum and educational programs. 
Special education has received much of our attention this past vear. 
We have had the most difficult responsibilitv of managing this program 
in the absence of a Director of Special Services since last June. New 
classes have been added, there has been a substantial increase in 
teacher and support staff, Conway has established its own Director of 
Special Education position for the 13-21 age population, and necessarv 
out-of-district placements have severely taxed our budgets. 


Other curriculum areas addressed include Lanouage Arts and 
Science; curricula have been distributed to all nine schools, and are 
being piloted this vear. Substance abuse prevention has hecome a 
focal point of success in Conway. New computers are being added to 
schools, with a major purchase in progress for the Conwav schools. 


Our past efforts in curriculum and pupil evaluation are reaping 
rewards. Students are continuing to perform better on the California 
Achievement Test. This is the same test that is administered by the 
State Department of Education in grades 4, 8, and 10. For the first 
time, students in one of our schools (K.A. Brett School in Tamworth) 
scored above the anticipated level in everv grade on the total battery 
which is a composite of Reading, Language, and Mathematics. High 
school scores show strength in Mathematics, Science, and Social 
Studies. Other areas tested are gaining. We, therefore, acknowledge 
the professional response by principals, teachers, and support staff 
in developing effective action plans to maintain our strengths and 
overcome our weaknesses in student performance. 


The vitality and vision by our professionals is witnessed in 
another way. It is expected that verv soon, all nine schools in this 
administrative unit will be accredited bv the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges. Kennett High School has already attained 
this stature in past vears; however, the elementary schools in New 
England have not had this opportunity until recently. Because of our 
quick response, we will be charter members, setting the pace for 
colleagues in other school systems.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT

Time never stands stiJl in an elementary school. While our children 
are restless to grow up, we are working ever faster and harder to 
prepare them for this rapidly growing world of ours. It behooves us in 
this time of rapid change to constantly reassess our programs and 
progress, to keep what is good, and continue to make improvements. 


To this end, during the last school year Conway Elementary School 
rewrote its philosophy, a statement of our vision for education. This 
was done by a team of teachers, students, and parents with input from 
both community and school members who looked carefully at the children 
who attend our school, the community from which they come, and the 
world they will be entering. We would like to share that philosophv 
with you through a statement of the school goa] and seven objectives, 
all of which summarize our philosophical statement. 


CONWAY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL GOAL 


Every child will be given the opportunitv and the encouragement to 
achieve his or her highest potential. 


CONWAY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL OBJECTIVES 


1. To educate the whole child; intellectually, socially, emotionally, 
and physically. 

2. To develop a positive self image through the acceptance and 
respect of each child as a unique individual. 

3. To develop respect for quality, craftsmanship, and excellence. 

4, To develop social skills that lead to a respect for the differences 
among people. 

5. To enable children to assume responsibilitv for their own lives. 

6. To include the larger community into the educational community. 

7. To continually encourage the interpersonal skills and supportive 
environment among the adults within the school community. 


A philosophy is a living document that guides all programs and methods 
within the school. In a continuing effort to provide an education 
appropriate for every child, there have heen a number of changes made 
this year. We added one double portable classroom for our grade 4 to 
alleviate the crowded situation caused by increasing enrollments. We 
increased our staff by two teachers, one each in grade 4 and grade 1. 
A new special education program was implemented to better meet the 
needs of our students. All classroom teachers have been trained and 
are using a new substance abuse prevention curriculum called MF-MF, 
focusing on decision making and self concept. 


The primary level teachers, kindergarten through grade 2, are working 
together to develop a reading-writing process curriculum to more 
closely meet the needs of all our students. Independent reading has 
taken on new meaning this year with our participation in the ROOK IT! 
program that provides a pizza to all students who read their quota each 


month. Our teachers continue to participate in a number of 
conferences, workshops, and courses to broaden their awareness and 
improve skills. 


We continue to provide other programs that have been of significant 
importance in creating the best learning environment for our children. 
The winter activities and junior ski program continue to provide 
out-of-classroom experiences once a week during the ski season. The 
Tin Mountain Conservation Center works with our third grade children 
once a week all year long providing an awareness of and appreciation 
for the natural environment of the area. Students have participated in 
field trips to the Portland Svmphony, the Kinderkonzerts, museums, and 
elsewhere. We have enjoyed the New England Touring Theatre and 
storyteller Odds Bodkin, visits by Smokey the Bear, and presentations 
by visitors from other countries. Our PTO has provided free books for 
every child in school through the RIF (Reading Is Fundamental) proqram 
three times during the year. 


Quality assessments of our programs are on-going and varied. Students 
are followed as they go on to the junior high school to monitor their 
success and our programming. Achievement tests (the California 
Achievement Tests) are administered each fall with our students 
continuing to show significant growth and achievement. Our school has 
been evaluated by the New Enqland Association of Schools and Colleges, 
and is among those few elementary schools which will have been 
accredited by them. 


As we continually self evaluate and measure our progress against our 
goals and philosophy, we find reason to be proud of our school. Here 
is a caring and professional facultv committed to the education of each 
child; to help each child be the best that he/she can be. We look 
forward to continued community support and the success that our 
cooperative efforts can provide in the education of the children of 
Conway.

The office of Pupil Personnel Services at Kennett Jr./Sr. 
High School has been separated into guidance and special 
education. This separation was implemented with the purpose 
of increasing and improving the guidance and special 
education services provided to students. In making this 
separation, the position of Guidance Department Chairman was 
created and Mr. Allen Seney was hired to fill the position. 


In reviewing this year's guidance activities, a guidance 
newsletter, "Bits and Pieces," has been developed to provide 
students with information concerning careers, career trends, 
dates and times of representatives visiting here, and topics 
of value to students. Other activities that have been 
carried out include a parents' night for test interpretation 
in grades seven, eight, nine, ten and eleven, newspaper 
articles on aspects related to quidance, and the 
establishment of the goal that every student would be seen 
for career direction during the year. 


Additionally, the system's group testing program was 
implemented during the last week of September. Students in 
grades 7, 8, 10 and 11 were given the California Achievement 
Test, and students in grade 9 were given the Differential 
Aptitude Test.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the School 
Administrative Unit No. 9 as of and for the year ended June 30, 1987, as 
listed in the table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards and accordingly included such tests of 
the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred to 
above do not include the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which should 
be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The 
amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Assets Account Group is 
not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group of 
Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present 
fairly the financial position of the School Administrative Unit No. 9 at June 
30, 1987, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general 
purpose financial statements taken as a whole. The individual fund financial 
statements listed in the table of contents are presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and are not a required part of the general purpose 
financial statements of the School Administrative Unit No. 9. Such 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the 
examination of the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, 
is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the general purpose 


financial statements taken as a whole.
